DUTCH TREAT 


One of the most popular offshoots 
of the Euchre family of card games 
is Hasenpfeffer. Like the parent 
game, this variant was probably de- 
veloped by the Pennsylvania Dutch. 
It may have been named after the 
rabbit dish, 
hasenpfeffer, 
which liter- 
ally trans- 
lates. into 
“peppered 
hares.” More 
likely, how-

derived from

dealt the joker often finds himself. 


Hasenpfeffer is a fast-moving part- 
nership game for four. Partners sit 
opposite each other, A 25-card pack 
is used, made by discarding all cards 
below the nine from a standard 52- 
card back and adding the joker. The
